Chief Interest Continues

With all candidates for contested 
posts expressing confidence of success, 
and with the final pleas for votes at 
public meetings made, the city pri- 
mary campaign ended Tuesday night 
and voters of Atlanta will march to 
the polls today to render their de- 
cision. 

There are 21,330 Atlantans qualified 
to cast their ballots and despite fore- 
casts from Washington of thunder- 
showers today political experts pre- 
dicted that a heavy vote would be 
polled. At Teast 16,000 votes are ex- 
pected. 

Polls will open this morning at 
o'clock and will remain open until 
o'clock tonight. Although 33 offices 
are to be filled, there are only 12 
contests, chief interest being centered

The close of the campaign came 
Tuesday night when three rallies were 
held, in which all candidates for city- 
wide offices participated. They were 
held at Crew Street school, Marietta 
and Ashby streets, and at Chestnut 
and Kennedy streets. 

Contest for the post of chief of 
cousteuction continued to occupy the 
political spotlight Tuesday night. Mr. 
Hansell related the accomplishments 
of his department during the past 
five years, pointing to viaduct, side- 
walk, curb and street projects. 

Mr. Donaldson continued his attack 
on what he termed the “mistakes of 
the present administration’ and call- 
ed on the voters to seek a change. 

Both speakers were given ovations 
by the large audience at the Crew 
Street school, staged under the spon- 
sorship of Mr. Donaldson’s friends.

Effort Will Be Made To 
Have Supreme Court 
Set Aside State Aid’ 
Case Decision. 


— 


The state highway department will 
appeal to the supreme court a deci- 
sion rendered Monday by Judge R. N. 
Hardeman, the Jefferson circuit 
court, enjoining the department from 
finishing a stretch of road on a state- 
aid project in Richmond and Burke 
counties on the ground that the de- 
partment has exceeded its 6,500 total 
allotment of such mileage, it was an- 
nounced Tuesday by Seward M. 
Smith, attorney for the state highway 
board. 

The case involves the mooted ques- 
tion of whether or not roads built by 
the department through towns of less 


than 2,500 population should be in- 
cluded in the total mileage of 6,500 
miles. The highway board contends 
that the 6,500 miles does not include 
roads built through such city limits 
according to Mr. Smith. 

In the case decided by Judge Harde- 
man, eitizens of Richmond and Burke 
counties headed by W. B. Marks ob- 
tained an injunction specifically to 
restrain the depaement from  com- 
pleting the road known as “Seven 
Mile Stretch,” and substituting this 
route for the McBean_ highway route, 
between Augusta and Waynesboro.

The government radio station at Ob- 
dosk, north Siberia, received a mes- 
sage from General Umberto Nobile, 
commander of the polar dirigible 
Italia, saying he had landed on Franz 
Jozsef Land and needed help, it was 
officially said here tonight. 

Nobile’s message said: 

“Dirigible Italia grounded Franz 
Josef Land S O 8.” 

Soviet officials and members of the 
Italian embassy were convinced to- 
night that Nobile would be found on 
Franz Josef Land. 

The government announced a res- 
cue expedition with airplanes would 
start Wednesday for Franz Josef 
Land to search for Nobile. An ice- 
breaker was ordered to proceed im- 
mediately to the rescue, approachinz 
as near to Franz Josef Land as ica 
would. permit. 

First announcement that Nobile’s 
message had been heard came from a 
trawler at Murmansk which picked up 
the Obosk report. The government 
tonight confirmed receipt of this mes- 
sage. 

Since Nobile sent his message from 
the storm-tossed Italia 11 days ago, 
saying his enginey were crippled and 
he had been forced to turn and flee 
| before tke gale, nothing definite had 
been heard from him, but for several 


days rumors were about that amateurs 
had picked up messages from the 
Italia. 

Experts here and elsewhere now 

believe these messages were legiti- 
mate. The Norwegian radio expert, 
Capt. Gottwaldt, who crossed the 
north pole in the Norge, had advised 
Nobile, it was recalled, to use a 23-25 
meters wave and hence the messages 
intercepted in Scandinavia and Siber- 
ia, sent on short wave, could have 
originated from Nobile.

Brought back to memory.by news 
of the recent fall of a meteorite on 
the Georgia coast, the story of how 
a similar flaming body was seen by 
himself while on Green island, near 
Savannah, during the summer of 1S4, 
was told Tuesday by Dr. S. W. Stiles, 
formerly of Savannah, who has. re- 
sided bere for the past several years. 

Dr. Stiles was on Green island, 12 
miles south of Savannah, and about 
three and a half miles north of Ossa- 
baw island, when the meteorite 
In his own words: 


ing. 


“I immediately 
was one of the negro houses on 
fire. I looked up, and there, passing 
overbead, was a tremendous ball of 


fire, leaving a train of smoke which 


‘seemed to be miles long.” The me- 
(eorite appeared to be ‘as large as 
the Kimball House,” and a few mo- 
ments after attracting Dr. Stiles’ at- 
tention, it plunged into the waters of 
Ossabaw sound, about three miles and 
a half from where he stood, Dr. Stiles 
said. 

“The explosion was terrific, throw- 
ing up a column of water several hun- 
dred feet high, and shaking plates, 
cups and saucers from the shelves in 
the dining room,” Dr. Stiles said. The 
shock of the explosion was not like 
an earthquake, but more like that of 
dynamite, he said. This 
' passed over Richmond, Va., Charles- 
|ton, S. C., and Savannah, he said.

THE ELSAS O*FER. 


The finance committee of city 
Council has been directed to give 
immediate and definite considera- 
tion to placing in the June budget 
the item necessary to match the 
Elsas donation for the construction 
of a moderate rate pay-ward unit 
at Grady hospital. Practically all of 
the larger cities of this country 
have such units attached to their 


charity hospitals, in order to serve, 


a great element of the population 
that is unable to secure hospitaliza- 
tion at the high-price private insti- 
tutions, and yet are either not eligi- 
ble for charity hospitalization, or are 
too proud to accept it. It is un- 
thinkable that Atlanta will not meet 
this emergency—and it is an emer- 
gency and a vital one—and it is not 
only in justice and fairness to Mr. 
Elsas, whose offer has been posted 
for years, to dispose of the matter 
without delay, but if it is not, it is 
not improbable that the $100,000 
‘donation will be withdrawn. In that 
event Atlanta will not merely lose 
the munificent gift of this generous 
citizen, and will show a lamentable 
lack of appreciation, but it will be 
compelled in time to provide all of 
the funds for such a unit. The de- 
mand for it is too pressing to per- 
manently ignore. 

Bearing on the subject is a com- 
munication, published elsewhere to- 
day, from Dr. J. L. Campbell, chair- 
man of the cancer commission of 
the medical association of Georgia. 
He discusses the possible deficit 
that may accrue from the operation 
_ of a pay ward at Grady. This phase 
has been studied with a good deal 
of care, and it has been expertly 
stated that such a unit will be self- 
sustaining even by placing the rates 
within reach of the masses that are 
not able to pay much higher rates 
in private institutions. . 

But even if there is a deficit, 
surely Atlanta is big and progres- 
Sive enough to provide a pressing 
necessity of this mature, as other 
cities do, in the interest of conserv- 
ing the health and man-power of 4a 
great element in its citizenry that 
need hospitalization, and can receive 
it in no other way. 

The building of such a unit will 
strengthen rather than weaken the 
many very excellent privately owned 
and operated hospitals and sanita- 
riums in Atlanta.

The revised highway act of 1925 
Specifically allocated a state-wide 
network of highways, to connect 
every county seat with paved high- 
ways, totaling a gross of 6,300 
miles. This system embraced | all 
of the inter-state highways, or what 
is known as the trunk lines. 

Before and after the campaign of 
1926 the state highway board, with 
only 38 miles of the mileage granted 
in the act not taken over by the 
highway board, the pressure for 
additional allocations of roads in 
every section of the state became 
acute. When the board first broke 
the ice by “taking over’ roads in 
excess of the legal limitation, the 
bars were let down, and during the 
Summer of 1926, and since, the 

‘board has increased the gross mile-

holds, and there is every reason to 


come infinitely more confused than 
it is at present. The reason is not 
difficult to comprehend. When the 
board adds a stretch of road to the 
State system it assumes the respon- 
Sibility and the costs of its main- 
tenance. The fact is, therefore, 
under the Judge Hardeman decision 
the state has been for several 
months spending money in the 
maintenance of and in the grading 
and surfacing of roads that do not 
legally belong to the state system. 
What then is the answer? It is 
up to the next legislature. 


It is granted that most of the 
roads taken over by the state high- 
way board in excess of the legal 
limitation should be in the state 
System. Some perhaps should not 
be, as many allocations were made 
‘during the heat of a political cam- 
paign. But certainly some of them 
Should be in the state system. 
However meritorious the demand, 
there can be no_ justification 
for arbitrary violation of state 
laws. If the highway board is not 
to be governed by law, then any 
other branch of the state govern- 
ment has equal authority to place 
ahead of the state law arbitrary 
laws of-its own. 

The challenge is thus directly 
placed before the 1929 assembly, 
to be chosen this September. 

The state highway laws need 
serious revision along several lines. 
The county aid plan should be in- 
i hibited. Only all-weather, durable 
surfacing should be permitted under 
any circumstance. Provision should 
be made for continuous paving, 
without intermittent secfors of 
mud, and for the completion, at the 
earliest possible moment, of every 
mile of the state’s system, thereby 
linking every courthouse in Georgia 
with ribbons of permanent, lasting 
road surfacing. 


It has been estimated by com- 
petent road engineers that tem- 
porary, make-shift ‘‘paving’’ costs at 
a minimum, in the course of five

Procession 
At Bruges. 


Ghent, Mechiln and Ypres have long 


been known as “the dead cities of 
Flanders.” Bruges even has earned 
\the by-name “‘La Mort” among cer- 
tain French writers, who notwith- 
standing delight in the city’s atmos- 
phere of mysticism. But it was a 
very much alive city that celebrated 
the annual procession of the sacred 
blood last week. The melancholic 
life of Bruges suddenly became an- 
imated with new vigor that day, the 
old stones themselves seemed to have 


parts of Belgium and France crowd- 
ed through the narrow, tortuous 
streets along the tranquil canals. A 
simple drop of blood that has the 
appearance of a ruby-colored tear, 
kept in a crysta@ tube, was exhibited 
and carried round the city by all the 
clergy that could attend from the 
broad land of Flanders and beyond. 
Besides the gorgeous vestments of the 
prelates, there were Franciscans in 
their coarse garbs, white-robed Do- 
minicans, black-hooded cures from the 
country and a host of people. You 
would have thought that it was the 
start of one of the Crusades, that 
great assembly moving silently 
through the etreets, while all the 
marvelous chimes and the carillons 
pealed and boomed their clamor of 
bronze and _ silver. D’Annunzio de- 
scribes such a procession with a reli- 
quary in “Il Fueco,” but in Bruges 
the affair totally lacked that frenzied 
and terrible exaltation encountered 
among the Latins on the Old World's 
sea. It went off with dignity as a 
gesture of pious and mystic devotion 
without descending to the level of 
worship.

One of the finest little books of 
travel in Italy is Hubbard Hutch- 
inson’s “From Florence to Rome” (G.

AN OUTLINE OF HYGIENE. 
No. 35—Everybody Is As Young As 
; He Thinks. i 


In the face of the gloomy deduc- 
ti@Ms many students of health have 
‘drawn from the mortality statistics, 
I believe not only that ther is no ac- 
tual increase in cancer or in heart 
lartery (cardiovascular). diseases, but 
that in truth these groups of diseases, 
/so prevalent among adults of mature 
‘or advanced age, are slowly declining 
‘in prevalence as knowledge of hygiene 
or the ways of health increases among 
ithe population at large. I have 
jalready admitted that we do not know 


‘enough about cancer or about ecardio- 


vascular diseases to explain. them 


clearly or to lay down definite rules 
for those who would avoid or pre- 
vent them. This does not mean that 
we know nothing about these diseases. 
Certainly we know enough about can- 


cer to heed the warning signals and 
apply proper treatment before the «is- 
ense reaches an incurable stage. Like- 
wise our knowledge of heart aretry 
diseases, though far from complete, 
is sufficient to stimulate anyone who 
requires such stimulation to obey the 
laws of hygiene. ; 
The hackneyed saying that a man 1s 
as old as his arteries has passed as 
wisdom ever since the great Osler 
quoted it in the “doctor's bible. Said 
he: “Longevity is a vascular question, 
which has been well expressed in the 
axiom that ‘a man is only as old as 
his arteries. To a majority of men 
death comes primarly or secondarily 
ithrough this portal. The onset ol 
| what may be called physiological ar- 
terio-schlerosis depends, in the first 
place, upon the quality of arterial tis- 
isue (vital rubber) which the individu- 
/al has inherited, and secondly upon the 
'amount of wear and tear to which he 
thas subjected it. That the former 
/plays a most important role is shown 
in the cases in which it sets in early 
in life in individuals in whom. none 
‘of the recognized etiological (that is 
medicalse for causative) factors can 
Thus, for instance, a man 
'of 28 may have the arteries of a 
man of 60 and a man of 40 may pre- 
sent vessels as much degenerated as 
‘they should be at 8O. Entire fami- 
‘lies sometimes show this tendency to 
‘early arterio-sclerosis that means 
hardening of the arteries)—a tenden- 
lev which cannot be explained in any 
‘other way than that in the makeup of 
the machine bad material. was used 
for the tubing. More commonly the 
arterio-sclerosis results from the bad 
use of good vessels.” 
Dr. Osler was a great teacher and 
great example for all young: medi- 
cal students. Cushing's life of Osler 
is still, in my crude judgment, the fin- 
est biography of modern times. But 
Dr. Osler was a pessimist—not exact- 
ly that, either, but perhaps we should 
say a fatalist. This idea, of his. 
that poor material is used for the con- 
struction of the arteries in some in- 
dividuals was pure _ fatalism. Of 
course it does not refer to congenital 
or “hereditary” disease, nor to nn- 
tritional deficiency; but just to some 
vague dismal fate that doctors can- 
not understand. 1 hope I may not 
seem presumptuous, for surely I re 
vefe the memory of the beloved teach- 
er; nor haye I special knowledge of 
eugenics or pathogenics, or of heredi-

MAIL PILOT 
DESCRIBES FLOODS. 


A steady downpour for the past 36 
hours along the airway from New Or- 
leans to Selma, Ala., has turned fields 
into miniature lakes and sent streams 
throughout that territory to coursing 
out of their banks, Dick Merrill, pilot 
of a St. Tammany Gulf coast mail 
plane said on arrival] here last night.

ALABAMA TRAFFIC 
SERIOUSLY HAMPERED. 

Birmingham, Ala., June 5.—(4)— 
Rail and highway traffic in Alabama 
have been seriously hampered and in 
some cases completely suspended hy 
the unprecedented rains of the last 
four days. Approximately three 
inches of rain have fallen in central 
Alabama in that period, local weather 
officials said. 

Traffic on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad between Mobile and 
Montgomery was delayed from seven to 
ten hours today through washouts near 
Castlebury. Traffic is being rerouted 
through Georgiana, Opp, Florala and 
over the A. and P. division in Florida 
into Pensacola. 

The Alabama river and other small- 
er streams in central and southern 
Alabama were rapidly nearing flood 
stage today following the heaviest 
June rainfall in the vicinity of Mont- 
gomery since 1892. Montgomery 
weather officials reported a fall of 
7.34 inches of rain during the 24-hour 
period from 7 o'clock Monday morning 
to 7 o'clock this morning. 

Eight flood gates were opened at the 
Alabama Power company’s dam on 
the Tallapoosa river to take care of 
the overflow. Ten were opened at 
Mitchell dam and six at Lock 12 on 
the Coosa river. 

Flood warnings have been sent out 
to inhabitants of the lowlands along 
the Alabama, Coosa and Tallapoosa 
rivers. The Warrior and Tombigbee 
rivers were also expected to go out 
of their banks during the day. | '

Mobile, June 5—(#)—four railroads 
entering Mobile are washed out, bus 
lines suspended or curtailed ana 
bridges and roads washed out by the 
hundred lay tonight in the wake of 
continued early summer rains in south 
Alabama and Mobile county. The 
Louisville & Nashville main line is 
washed out at Castleberry, Ala., and 
beyond; the Mobile & Ohio roadbed is 
washed out at Fruitdale and north of 
that place for several hundred feet ; 
the Southern is reported washed out 
near Thomasville and Suggsville and 
has not had a passenger train in here 
since yesterday afternoon. ‘Traffic on 
the Alabama, ‘Tennessee & North- 
ern road was being interfered with 
by bad washouts near Riderwood, Aia. 
Reports of considerable high water 
along this line has been received. 
Trains were being held up on this 
line north of Calvert. 

The rainfall at Thomasville, Clarke 
county, Jast night was 12.10 inches. 

High water is reported in several 
places in Baldwin, Escambia, Wash- 
ington, Clark and Choctaw counties. 

The water in the creeks around 
trewton was reported very high, but 
it was believed that there would not 
be a repetition of the floods of last 
month. 

The Gulf, Mobile and Northern rail- 
road is the only one operating di- 
rect into Mobile and all trains are 
from seven to 10 hours late. This 
road is in danger of being washed out 
near Wilmer on the Alabama-Missis- 
sippi line where Dog river is at the 
highest peak since the storm of 190b. 


RESIDENTS FLEE 
FROM LOWLANDS. 


New Orleans, June 5.—()—Low- 
land residents of southeastern Louis- 


and southern Alabama today began 
fortifying themselves against devas- 
tating flood waters of scores of small 
rivers and creeks out of their banks 
as a result of rains during the past 
4S hours that ranged in severity from 
2 to over 12 inches. 

Transportation by railroad and 
highway was at a standstill in many 
sections of the three states, while 
communication was cut off in some 
sections.

Washington, June 5.—(Special.)— 
In excellent health after one of the 
busiest seasons in his political career, 
Senator William J. Harris is prepar- 
ing to return to Georgia for the sum- 
mer recess, 

Leaving Washington about June 10, 
Senator Harris will go to Atlanta 
and as chairman of the Georgia dele- 
gation to the democratic national con- 
vention, will be joined by other dele- 
gates who will travel to Houston on 
a special train. Following the con- 


vention, the senator will be joined at 
Dillard, Rabun county, Georgia, by 
his wife and daughter and several 
other members of the family and will 
spend the summer in the north Geor- 
gia*town., 

Address Audiences. 


As has been his custom 
eral. years, Senator Harris will ad- 
dress , audiences in various counties 
during sessions of court beginning in 
the fall and continuing until he re- 
turns to Washington early in Decem- 
ber, for the second session of con- 
gress, 

Unusually busy by virtue of his 
high .place on the appropriations and 
commerce committees, Senator Harris 
nevertheless set something of a record 
for himself in the session just closed 
in that he attended every meeting of 
the senate except one and was absent 
from the capital only one day, when 
he went to Gettysburg, Pa., with Con- 
gressman M. C. Tarver, of the seventh 
district, to deliver an address in con- 
nection with the transfer of a cannon 
to the citizens of Marietta, Ga. The 
cannon was used by Georgia Military 
academy cadets during the war be- 
tween the states. 


Many Appropriations, 


In his work on the appropriations 
committee, Senator Harris obtained 
many appropriations for use in Geor- 
gia and the south, notably in agricul- 
tural work. He was highly success- 
ful in obtaining consideration of house 
bills introduced by Georgia congress- 
men, and he and Senator George co- 
operated in every matter of interest 
to the state. : 

For the first time in several ses- 
sions, the commerce committee de- 
manded even more of the senator’s 
time than the appropriation commit- 
tee. Charged with the formulation 
of flood control legislation and the 
merchant marine bill, the committee 
met daily for more than two months 
and often in the evening.

Georgian Was Member of 
Many Committees and 
Several Bills Passed by 
His Efforts. 


Washington, D. C., June 5.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Senator George, junior senator 
from Georgia, hada finger in almost 
every legislative pie that was passed 
around at the first session of the 70th 
congress which closed Tuesday. The 
major measures which were acted on 
at this session in one way or another 
reflected the senator’s interest and 
activity. 

Member of the finance committee, 
Senator George worked to shape the 
tax bill, which the president approv- 
ed, and which carried a reduction of 
approximately $222,000,000. The sen- 
ator was successf@ in including sev- 
eral amendments. 

He assisted in disposing of the alien 
property bill, which called for the 
payment of American war claims. 

A subcommittee of the finance com- 
mittee having charge of veterans’ 
legislation, also occupied much of the 
senator’s time and attention, and he 
urged action on a number of meas- 
ures relieving certain ex-servicemen, 
He was named one of the conferees 


to whip into shape the omnibus vet- 
eran bill which had the approval of 
both houses and the president. He 
was active on the general hospital bill, 
which included provision for extensive 
improvements on Hospital 48._ 


George Amendment. 


The George amendment to the 
Walsh resolution calling for an in- 
vestigation of the gas and electric 
companies, sent the investigation to 
the federal trade commission, whose 
disclosures have been appearing daily 
in the press. Senator George believed 
that the investigation should be made 
by a non-political group, and by a 
body created by congress for that spe- 
cific purpose. The work of the com- 
mission has fully justified the sena- 
tors action and the investigation now 
in progress has met the approval of 
the entire country. 

Senator George was one of a group 
of southern senators who prepared 
amendments to the Muscle Shoals 
resolution introduced by Senator Nor- 
ris, which made that legislation ac- 
ceptable, in a measure, to the south. 
While the senator is opposed to put- 
ting the government Hh ieremen lie 
felt that some dispositi beneficial 
to the people generally, should be 
made of this government property, and 
favored operation by the government 
as an experimental plant, with partic- 
ular attention given to the develop- 
ment of processes and patents for 
making air nitrogen. 

McNary-Haugen Bill. 


Member also of a southern group, 
he assisted in preparation of amend- 
ments to the MeceNary-Haugen bill 
which, according to Senator George, 
Was the best bill of the character yet 
considered by the senate. He be- 
lieved that the measure syvould mark 
a step forward along constructive 
lines in the interest of agriculture. 
Kor that reason, he voted to override 
the president's veto of the bill. 


He succeeded in having passed by | 


the senate a bill further developing 
vocational education in rural districts, 
Under the bill, Georgia would re- 
ceive $11,300, primarily, and that sum 
would be doubled every year. After 
1939 the state would receive 
$135,000 annually. While the meas- 
ure failed in passage in the 
house, due to pressure of other busi- 
ness during the closing hours, Sen- 
ator George feels gratified over the 
progress made and expects early ac- 
tion at the next session.

The weekly meeting of the Atlanta 
Kiwanis club, which was held at 
12:30 o’clock Tuesday in the civic 
room of the Ansley hotel, was fea- 
tured by an address by ex-Governor 
John M. Slaton, who spoke on “The 
Inequalities and Injustices of the 
State Income Tax,” a question now 
being agitated in the state. 

According to Mr. Slaton, the fun- 
damental changes brought about by a 
stute income tax would result in a 
general calamity, since it would con- 
tradict the fundamental principle of 
the constitution—equality of taxation. 

“The passage of such an income 
tax would mean the reduction of the 
number of actual voters. Only 244 
per cent of the population would be 
taxed, and what interest would be- 
long to the other 9714 per cent, who! 
could have no part in the upkeep of ! 
the government? Non-contributors | 
are never interested, hence, a mendi- | 
cant civilization would be the out- 
come.” 

A state income tax would, in the 
opinion of Mr. Slaton, result in a so- 
cialistie state. because of the neces- 
sity of prohibitive property taxes. The 
unjust system of exemption would, 
moreover, make the burden upon those 
in moderate circumstances intolerable, 
he told members of the club. He 
closed with a number of illustrations 
of the failure of the system, and a 
plea to the Kiwanians to maintain 
the stability of the constitution.
